He argued 


that Dr. Gooding, of the Government 
Insane asylum, who was also called, to 
the stand by the defense, has said that 
he, too, believed Guiteau accountnble, 
and would have so answered had the 
question been aakcd him. The hypo- 
thetical case which Mr. Suovillc put to 
them they answered in the affirmative, 
but it meant nothing when applied to 
the case ot the accused. Dr. Nicholls 
says the experts arc practically unani- 
mous in their opinion as to Guitcau's 
accountability. They have been forced 
to this conclusion by their observations 
of him, his puls-c, the moisture oi his 
skin, his appetite and other points which 
experts baee their opinion as to insanity 
about. 
Outside observation also con- 


vinces the medical ge"t.lernen present 
of Guiteau's sanity. It is the common- 
ly received opinion here that Mr. Sco- 
ville felt that a direct question as to 
Guiteau's sanity, asked of his own wit- 
nesses, would have resulted disastrously 
to his client, and, therefore, that he 
contented himself with the suppositious 
case which he put to them.
